If the 
ripe olive is compared with raw rice, tho 
rlco ranks far ahead In total food value. 

In one pound of raw rice we have 
much more nutriment than In ono pound 
of rlpa ollvei. If however, we compare 
the rice as «aton with the ripe olive ns 
it Is eaten. It will be noted that In ono 
pound of rlpa olives' th«re Is practically 
twice as much nutriment as there Is In 
the cooked rlco. 


FOOD VALUES. 


In one pound of dry macaroni th«r« is 


far more nutriment than in ono pound of 
ripe ollveg, but cooked macaroni has only 
415 calories, while ripe olives havo 1138 
per pound.

The conference agreement between the Senate

If the organization outlined is maintained the 
minimum strength cannot be below 160,000. 
Apologists for the administration pad the theo- 
retical figures by including Philippine scouts, 
the Porto Rican native regiment, quartermas- 
ters' clerks and unassigned recruits, until the 


- paper strength of our standing army is made to 


look like 206,000 men. But excluding these 
casuals, as we must, the regular defensive forces 


• of the United States may be between 160,000 
and 175,000 men—no more. 


Congress has performed very badly. In 


speaking to a small gathering of anti-militarist 
in Washington last week President Wilson said, 
"We do not have • enough men in the regular

If 250,000 men make an extremely small army, 


that which we are authorized to have is 75,000 
men worse than extremely small. The House 


--bill provided for 140,000 men. The Senate bill 
'provided for 250,000. The little-army Democrats 
in the House stubbornly and with vicious indif- 
ference • to the welfare of the nation, voted 
against the Senate proposal. And the Senate, 
obviously caring more for compromise than for 
defense, lopped off 75,000 from the strength its 
military, affairs committee, after most thorough 
investigation of the requirements of reasonable 
.defense and exhaustive hearings of the opinions 
of military experts. 


Congress did this after the President, who has 


consistently, and just as stubbornly as the ma- 
jority side of the House, opposed adequate de- 
fense projects, said an army of 250,000 would be 
extremely small They did it at a time when 
there are not sufficient men in the regular army 
.to patrol the Mexican border as a protection, 
against raiding outlaws.

MEXICANS AND SUBMARINES. 


President Wilson has issued another warning 


for American citizens to get out of Mexico. They 
must abandon their property, their homes and 
their interests of every kind,- or else remain to 
look after them at their own risk. The American 
government will not afford them protection. 
The 
Bryan-Wilson policy of repudiation of 


American citizens in legitimate endeavor in 
Latin-American countries is to be maintained to 
avoid "complications." 


The administration's Mexican policy has been 


just one warning to flee after another. "Retreat, 
abandonment, scuttle." A prideful slogan, truly. 
The presence of the halted, entrenched, defen- 
sive "punitive" expedition in Mexico probably 
will have the effect of causing nearly all Ameri- 
cans in Mexico to leave the country. Will condi- 
tions ever be such that they can return in safety 
to their forsaken livelihoods and. with the hope 
that they will be protected against all the atro- 
cities inflicted upon them during the last three 
years? 


It is a curiously twisted interpretation of the 


requirements of humanity and the rights of neu- 
ials that abandons peaceful American citizens 
in Mexico and upholds their rights in the Euro- 
)ean war zone; tliat repudiates honest constnic- 
ive enterprise on one hand and champions with 
heatrical firmness, foolish and dangerous excur- 
sions on the other. It is an unusual quality of 
statesmanship that plays politics with both .sides 
jf a question of national rights. 


Secretary of State Lansing .has attempted to 


;xplain. He says the high seas are common 
roperty and individual national sovereignty can- 
not be asserted over any part of them; land 
areas are subject to the assertion of national 
ownership and sovereignty. 
The first part of 


this statement is correct; the last part of it only 
half correct. When a 'government completely 
gives way to anarchy there is no sovereignty in 
fact and it very shortly becomes the duty of civ- 
ilized nations to re-establish order and make the, 
territories of the debauched government a safe 
place for men and women to live in. Such a con- 
dition prevails in Mexico. It is nonsense to at- 
tempt to uphold the fiction of sovereignty in 
Mexico when there is no sovereign government. 


Under existing- conditions Americans in Mex- 


ico ought to heed this last warning from Wash- 
ington and get out of the country. But instead 
of warning them out the United States ought" to 
make Mexico a safe place for them to remain in 
and pursue their lawful occupations.

MILITIA SCHEME WINS. . 


Representative Hay held out for his "federal- 


militia scheme in the House-Senate con- 


ference and the Senate abandoned its provision 
for a Federal volunteer army. As the army bill 
has been doctored, it provides for increasing the 
authorized strength of the National guard to 
448,000 men—so many for each Senator and 


- Bepresentative. 


We have had an opportunity to observe some 


militia operations within the last few days. A 
•week ago the President called the National 
guard of Texas, Arizona and New Mexico to the 
Mexican border to make up the deficiency in the 
regular forces. Texas was supposed to have an 
organized militia strength of 3381; Arizona, 
907, and New Mexico, 972. Army inspectors 
find the actual strength to be, Texas 2236, Ari- 
zona, 795, and New Mexico, 911 men. 


Taking the three States as a unit twenty of 


,the companies were marked by the inspectors 
as "poor," eighteen "fair," thirteen "good," 
nine "very good," and one "excellent." The 
Federal government'furnished arms and equip- 
ment as follows during 1915: To Texas, $36,- 
414; Arizona, 512,673, and New Mexico, $M,- 
634.

1911 to 1915 is valued at—Texas, $101,908; 
Arizona, $7833; New Mexico, $2166. Every

— Afflicted with 
ah incurable form of tubercular trouble, 
and addicted to the use of cocaine. Dr. 
J. 1C. Tlbbltts, New York licensed phyal- 
clan, thirty years of ace, told a hpart- 
remlfnc Rtory to City Phyniclau Arthur 
Hleronymus 
and 
Emergency 
haapltal 
attendants as' the city physician dressed 
a lacerated finger for him. 
Tibblus spent the day in the city 
prison under observation, aa he showed 
signs of Insanity or a complete mental 
ami physical collapse. In the hospital 
he spoke fluently of- his sickness, of the 
various remedies and cures tried, or 
how all the newly Invented apparatus or 
the medical world which might aid in 
Ids cage, had been tried out a'nd found 
powerless, and of- how 
he - af 
tlme« 
broke loose-from all restraint to Indulge 
in protracted cocaine orgies. 
Strange words almost too long: for the 
alphabet, queer 
mediral phrases 
and 
snatches of medical jargon rolled from 
his lips almost In an unbroken stream 
and wero spoken with so little effort 
that all the hearers were impressed witn 
the signs of brilliancy tha patient showed 
in his conversation. 


SLIDES DOWN ROPE. 
Tlbbltts'-told of how. .when the cocaine 
madness seized him, he threw aside- all 
reutralnt. lie tolfl of making1 ropes 01 
the sheets and 
blankets lu his hotel 
rooms and "escaping from threo and four 
story apartments to the street while at- 
tendants .watched outside his door.. Hv> 
gave his last address as the Orpheum 
apartment1'. Oakland. 
He declared that 
he 'left the Orpheum apartments at day- 
break this morning and said he- must 
have walked 
thirty 
iiiUes before 
he 
landed In Alameda and was taken In 
charge, by the police. 
He told of walk-Ing: to Berkeley and of 
rushing to the top of n half built bulld- 
.ingr and then attempting to descend by 
'way of the drain pipe which broke loose 
a~nd threw him thirty feet to"the street. 
He foil amid a pile of sewer pipe, break- 
ing several sections of the- terra cottn. 
pipe and bruising:-, himself but breaking 
no bones: 


ALTERED PRESCRIPTION. 
He said the last 'cocaine he 'secured 
was on a. physician's prescription In or- 
der to have some ulcerated teeth .ex- 
tracted. He said the teeth were dravrn 
by ;a Berkeley dentist TIbbltta keeping 
the prescription and using It again by 
the simple expedient of changing the 
date. 
Ho said cocaine was now very 
high, especially If purchased .hi a drug 
store. 
Tlbbltts Is thirty years of 
age 
and 
married. At'one time he "was a patient 
at the Agnews State hospital, evidently 
In an effort to break himself of the drug 
habit. 
After treatment by the city phy- 
sician, Tibbltts swallowed, a cup pf cof- 
fee but refused to' eat and was permit- 
ted to go his way, there being no charge 
against him. He said that he nad friends 
lu San Francisco to go to.
